Precautionary Measures of Po- 
lice Prevented Any Dis- 
turbances Sunday 


WORKMEN DEMONSTRATION 
IS ANTICIPATED TODAY 


An Outbreak of Agrarian Disorders 
Is Also Expected as Soon as 
the Peasants Learn of 
the Action of the 
Czar. 


St. Petersburg, June |6.—The dissolu- 
tion of the second Douma was received 
throughout St. Petersburg with perfect 
tranquility, thanks to the precautionary 
measures, and no place in Russia, so far 
as {s known, were there any serious 
disturbances. 

Demonstrations among St. Petersburg 
workmen are anticipate@ tomorrow, but 
the authorities are not alarmed. They 
profess to be chiefly apprehensive over 
the possibility of rioting and racial ex- 
cesses in Odessa and Kiev and other 
cities where party feeling runs_ high. 
An outbreak of agrarian disorders in 
several regions of the empire is antici- 
pated later, when the peasantry learn 
of the dissolution, but a spirit of quiet 
confidence in the ability of the govern- 
ment to handle the situation prevails 
in administrative circles. 

News of the dissolution reached St. 
Petersburg papers too late for their last 
editions, but the public was quickly in- 
formed through extras and great pos- 
ters set out by the police at all street 
corners containing the ukase announc- 
ing the dissolution and the imperial 
manifesto. 

Léttle knots of readers’ clustered 
around these the whole day, atteagtively 
perusing the manifesto, the phrasing of 
which was calculated to appeal to the 
patriotism of the lower classes. Little 
enthusiasm or excitement, however, 
wes evoked, and many of the readers, 
as they turned away, spat silently upon 
the ground as a sign of their deepest 
contempt. 

Troops Are Massed. 

Though General Dracheffsky, prefect 
of police, was nominally in charge, the 
provisions for public safety were vir- 
tually in the hands of General Hazen- 
kampf, the aide of Grand Duke Nich- 
Olas Nicholaievitch, who returned ‘9 
Krasnoye-Selo to assume command of 
the combined garrison, including the 
guard corps, the Thirty-seveenth infan- 
try division. a large force of cavalry ant 
Cossacks and several machine gun de- 
tachments. The military was chiefly 
disposed in the industrial section, but a 
strong force occupied the Tauride pal- 
ace vicinity. A portion of the Tzarkuzyvk 
regiment garrisoned the palace, while 
the squads of culrassers were station 
in the court yards of adjoining buiid- 
ings. 

Nobody. not even douma officials, was 
allowed to enter the precincts of the 
palace. A laconic notice was posted on 
the gates announcing that ‘‘former dep- 
uties’’ would receive their salaries upon 
application to the chancellory of the 
empire. 

Reports were in circulation during the 
day that the workmen were planning & 
great demonstration in front of the 
palace, but they did not appear, and 
only occasional sightseers visited the 
building. 

The officer in command of the troops 
said that he had orders to disperse 
any crowds collecting without. parley, 
and not to Spare the bullets in case of 
necessity. ‘ 

During the night nine of the sixteen 
social democratic leaders’ specifically 
nemed in the government indictment, 
including Prince Tzertzereteli and M. 
Dzhaperidge, were taktn into custody. 
The other seven succeeded in eluding 
the elaborate preparations for their a*- 
rests. Two secret service men, with 
sign@f warrants, had been assigned to 
follow each deputy and serve the war- 
rants aS soon as the ukase was promul- 
gated. They were instructed to follow 
theig men to the frontier is necessary, 
tut the deputies succeeded in makirg 
their escape. Among those who have 
not yet been arrested are Mozel, the 
report of whose capture was unfounded 
and M. Alexinsky, who has not returned 
to Russia. 

Text of Czar’s Manifesto. 

The following is the full text of the 
emperor's manifesto: 

‘We, Nicholas li., by the grace of 
God, emperor of all the Russias, czar 
of Poland, grand duke of Finland, et, 
declare to all our faithful subjects that, 
in conformity with our order and in- 
structions since the dissolution of the 
first duma, our government has adopted 
e series of successful measures to pacify 
the country and establish the affairs of 
state in regular oourse. 

“The second dumo convoked by us 
was summoned to contribute, accordin~ 
to our sovereign will, to the pacification 
of Russia, principally by the work of 
legislation, without which the life of 4 
state and the perfection of its admin- 
istration-is impossible; next by an ex- 
amination of the budget of revenue and 
expenditure, which ensures regularity in 
national finance, and finally, by the u:e 
of the right of addressing interpellations 
to the government with a view to estao- 
lishing everywhere truth and juStice. 

“Bntrusting these tasks to your elected 
representatives, the nation places upor 
them, by that very trust, a very heavy 
responsibility, and it was their sacred 
duty to use their rights in wise labor 
for the welfare and the Rrenetnenne ot 
the Russian state. Such were our ideas 
and desires when we gave to the nation 
new principles for the life of the state.

Reports Received From Louisiane 
and Southern Mississippi 


GREAT ACREAGE DECREASE 


Cotton Plant Improved in Louisiana 
and Missifsippi During the Past 
Two Months, but Even With 
Perfect Weather Crop 
Will Be Late. 


New Orleans, June 1!6—The Pic- 
ayune’s weekly cotton crop report to- 
morrow will say: 

“With vigorous treatment during the 
last two months of warm, fair weath- 
er, the cotton plant has improved from 
35 to 50 per cent where properly tilled, 
according to reports from correspond- 
ents covering the whole of Louisiana 
and the southern half of Mississippi. 
With another week of fair weather 
practically all grass will be killed and 
new cotton chopped out. The old crop 
is necessarily delicate and dwarfed, 
and the plant, because of unprecedent- 
ed conditions, was left spindling and 
weak. The crop is still from thirty 
to forty days behind last year, not- 
withstanding every cnergy have been 


plants of weeds and grass. In some 
sections it was impossible to obtain 
satisfactory results, even with im- 
proved implements and experienced 
labor, rank 
effort. 

“Claims of decrease in acreage range 
from 50 to 70 per cent, pests of various 
kinds, being an equally contributing 
cause with unfavorable weather. How- 
ever, the high estimate of 70 per cent 
decrease cannot be applied generally. 
Only in some lowlands and weévtii-rid- 
den sections is this condition found. 

“The nt is blooming and fruiting 
nicely ére the most favorable con- 
ditions’have prevailed. Perfect weath- 
er, however, must continue through 
June. Even with this advantage, it is 
estimated the crop will be late. 

“Slight hail and local showers in 
some sections caused no matertal 
change and did not delay fleld work. 
Boll weevil ravages are reported in 
the parishes of Winn, Red River, St. 
Landry ond eSoto, Louisiana; Hinds 
county, Mississippi, complains of more 
shank; Lawrence county, MyYssissipgi, 
of worms, and Lincoln parish, Louisi- 
ana, of lice. The paris green poisoning 
theory has been accepted throughout 
the Red River section, in Louisiana, the 
treatment being applied even while the 
plant is bare of blooms or bolls. Lo- 
eusts are reported in Avoyelles parish, 
Louisiana. 

“The submerging of a vast cotton 
area on Gillespie island, Concordia par- 
ish, Louisiana, worked no material 
damage, the plant having been scraped 
out. as a rule, as the flood receded. 

“Planters complain of lack of labor. 
This handicap affects practically all 
of the territory indicated and may be 
the indirect cause of greater injury 
than unfavorable weather has done. to 
the crop.” 

Crop Is Still Quite’ Late. 

Memphis. Tenn., June !6.—The Com- 
mercial-Appeal will tomorrow print the 
following summary of its special cot- 
ton reports: 

“Favorable weather as r@égards tem- 
perature, sunshine and rainfall worked 
e distinct improvement in the cotton 
crop during the week ending with 
Thursday, June 13, the plant ‘having 
grown and looks much healthier, 
though still quite small. Cultivation 
preceeded rapidly and in many parts 
of the belt the crop has been made 
clean. Grass is still complained of, 
however, from all sections, save the 
three most eastern states of the belt. 
It is worse in the southern parts of the 
Mississippi valley. Another week of 
fair weather will witness the comple- 
tion of cultivation and probably a clean 
crop. 

“The temper of ‘the farmers has 
changed greatly and the ideas of a 
total crop failure are no longer held. 
Thev have given way to hope. The 
crop is still quite late, evidence of this 
being the small size of the plant. 

“Boll weevil are numerous in the 
older infested sections of the south- 
west and are now doing damage to the 
voung plants. 

“Bad stands are still complained of, 
and from nearly all sections reports 
of occasional replanting are heard.”

Chauffeur Frank McArthur Suffers

200 WITNESSES FOR DEFENSE 


It Is Claimed That Many of These 
Witnesses Will Shatter the 
Bloody Recital of Orchard. 
Hearing Won’t Be Re. 
sumed Till Tuesday. 


Boise, Idaho, June 16.—While the trial 
of William D. Haywood, charged with 
conspiring to murder Former Govern- 
or Frank Steunenberg, stands adjourn- 
ed till Tuesday, Harry Orchard, the 
chief witness in the case, tomorrow 
will be taken to, Caldwell, where the 
case against him’for the actual murder 
of Steunenberg will be called and post- 
poned until the next term of court. 

Judge Fremont Wood, who is pre- 
siding in the Haywood case, will hold 
court in Caldwell tomorrow, acting 
for Judge Bryan, who is disqualified 
in the Orchard case because his part- 
ner was counsel for Orchard at the 
time of his arrest. Orchard will be 
taken to Caldwell in charge of Ward- 
en Whitney, of the Idaho penitentiary 
, and a force of guards. The adjourn- 
| ment of Orchard’s case will take only 
a few minutes. The prisoner will at 

once be brought back to Bolse. 

Supporting Orchard’s Story. 
| The Haywood trial will be resumed

Sin is a fact, a fearful, 
awful fact, a fact so stubbornly awful 
as to make the divine plan of redemption 
necessary to salvation, a fact so awful 
as to fill the world with darkness, crime, 
sorrow and death. 

‘Jesus saves from the guilt of Sin. 
Guilt is a debt that the transgressor 
owes to the divine law. It has a pen- 
alty and that penalty is death. There 
is a deliverance from gin and from that 
penalty. Consider what it is to be under 
the ban of an earthly law. It binds and 
restricts a man. Only the man who has 
fulfilled the law has the largest Op 
portunity and largest life in Georgia. 
It is not the man under the penalty of 
God's law, but the man who standg a 
free man, delivered from itg curse, justi- 
fied under all its promises, that has the 
larger life.

So when.the Rev. Robert 
Hunt, on the third Sunday after Trin- 
ity, June 21, 1607, preached under an o!d 
sail for a roof and celebrated the Holy 
Communion, doubtless on the stump of 
a tree with an unhewn log for a com- 
munion rail, he founded the Church of 
England in America, and gave to the new 
land a benediction in the form and words 
of that primitive liturgy which, through 
innumerable’ vicissitudes of centuries, 
hag descended to us from apostolic days; 
and by these tokens set up a claim 
which, despite objections and opposition, 
has. been maintained ever since that the 


} church of the Bible and the prayer book, 


the church with its historic orders, its 
Scriptural creed and sacraments and 
orderly worship, that the church which 
is Holy Cathvlic and Apostolic, is the 
church for American people. The church 
which in all England's struggles for 
civil'and religious liberty had ever main- 
tained her steadfastness to the highest 
principleg and loyalty to her Divine Head 
was none too good to bring to this far- 
off world. It provided the daily worship 
of the cobonists; it wes the teacher of 
the government, of the tradesmen and 
the servants; it was the missionary force

|Commemorate Founders of Church. 
| “The state sooner than the church has 
| felt the importance of emphasizing the 
early events in this republic. The bat- 
tles of the revolution had their monu- 
ments and the heroes of the past their 
mausoleumg before the church felt the 
thrill of her ancestra]) possessions and 
realized that she could not afford to neg- 
lect the present for the past; but it 
has been found a false philosophy and 
in ecclesiastical mo less than in civil af- 
fairs there are occasions and there are 
men whom the church cannot wisely 
ignere. We have been too modest re- 
calling the honored list and in marking 
the resting places of American saints; 
we have ‘been far too careless in pre- 
serving our antiquities; we have allowed 
our heritage to be hidden under a false 
modesty and excessive respectability un- 
til the world moving by hag never seen 
the tokens of the influence of church- 
men in the councils of the nation and 
the strength of our communion in the 
training of citizens, of generals and of 
legislators. It is time we should turn 
over a new leaf. 

“We are wunt to speak of an establish- 
ed religion as though it meant a religion 
authorized and sustained by the civil 
powers; this and this only. There is 
another and entirely different view, 
namely, a religion established by priority 
of evangelization with continuity of sys- 
tem and order. In this sense this is a 
Christian nation; in this sense the relig- 
jon of ‘the Protestant Episcopal church 
@g the daughter of the Church of Eng- 
land is the established religion of Amer~- 
ica and is worthy to be so regarded. 
They Founded Anglican Catholicism 

“The men who landed from those three 
ships and set up @ worship did not es- 
tablish Buddhism or Confuctanism, but 
Christianity, and the form of Christian- 
ity was not Arcabaptism or Calvanism 
or Methodism, but Catholicism of the 
Anglican type and model. Again, they 
did not find any church here, so that the

they left of record deeds, not words 
only, of their purposes and their inten- 
tions which show that there is no rhyme 
nor reason nor sénse nor argument in 
the theory which some modern speakers 
have bolstered by specious remarks that 
some other church wag the first found- 
ed on American § soil. The church 
of which Robért Hunt was a minister, 
continued to teach and to grow with the 
same Bible, the same sacraments, the 
same orders, the same creed, the same 
worship then as now, not contemplating 
anything different, nor doubting that 
their testimony witnessed in the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century, would 
be borne by their successors in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries and so forward to the end of 
the world. 

Coleny and Church Synchronous. 


‘The planting of a colony and the 
planting of a church of clear pedigree 
were synchronoug and mutually helpful. 
They who blazed the way so intended, 
and they so began when they set foot 
on these shores. We, brthren, you and I, 
and the people gathered herg, are the 
inheritors of the precious blessings of 
civil lfberty and churchly ways which 
were new born on the continent of 
America with the coming, of these seek- 
ers for room and place to live and prac- 
tice the old religion of their ancestors. 
As pioneers in state and in church they 
are deserving of honors and merit which 
can never be dimmed by the greatness 
of after ages. They were the first; they 
planted, they suffered, they lived and 
died ag men who had a vocation and 
endeavored to realize that it is not enough 
to live and save ourselves, Dut that we 


lought to live to save others. 


“There was on the church side the ex- 
istence of the Pauline principle of a 
debt which he owed to those who had 
not heard the gospel. There was the 
same desire indicated ‘to preach where 
Christ was not preached’ and ‘in the re- 
gions beyond.’ 

“And there’ wag with these the sturdy 
maintenance of the principle of authority 
in religion—a principle which it is now 
very much in vogue to criticizs, if not to 
deny. In honor of such as these, as- 


suredly spake Jesus, the Son of Sirach, 
‘Let us now praise famous men, and our 
fathers .that begat us. The Lord al- 
lotted great glory to them, and they were 
mighty in power from the beginning, 

. such as did bear rule ... such 4s 
gave counsel by their understanding, . . 
rules of the people in their insighz, . . 
there were godly men whose righteous- 
ness shall not be forgotten. . . Their 
memory shall remain for ever and their 
glory shall not be blotted out. ° 
The people will tell of their wisdom, 
and the congregation will show forth 
their praise.” Eccles. 44. What 
men and brethren, is there that we can 
say and do three hundred years after 
the circumstances of that settlement at 
Jamestown? 

The Duty of Chuarchmen. 

“Now. that the blood of those pioneers 
has ceased to mingle with the waters of 
the Jamies, and their ashes have become 
one with the sands, while the _ rich 
marsh grasses cover their hastily made 
graves, the wild flowers wave their bene- 
dietion of beauty, and the birds sing un- 
interrupted praises on that quiet shore 
where human voices are silent, it is 
a duty which we owe to ourselves and 
our heirs and assigng no lesg than to 
those who purchased these possessions 
for us to render available for multitudes 
in our own land fhe truths and princi- 
pleg of the gospel so nobly heralded. 

“Tt is our privilege, being as Sydney 
Smith said, not the youngest, but the 
oldest pe®ple, because we have all the 
past behind us, it is ours to enjoy the 
opportunity for putting all our learning 
and all the splendid examples into effec- 
tive practice. 

“All thinking and honest people up- 
braid the sleek and overfed sors who 
never earned a dollar by any honest ef- 
fort, but simply wear themselves out 
spending the accumulationg of their 
fathers, with no sense of responsibility 
for others, no consideration of the woes, 
the hunger, the pain, the ignorance of 
mankind. How can we claim to be any 
improvement on these unworthy scions 
of industrious and patient toilers if in 
our spiritual relationship, in our church 
life, in filling our place in the world, 
we ‘lie supinely on our backs’ while the 
great, throbbing, sinning, self-crazed 
world moves on, or how can we rest in the 
sunny consciousness that we have great 
possessions and will enjoy them or not 
at our pleasure? 

‘It will not do merely to aid in the 
restoration of the church on Jamestown 
island, or in erecting a brasg to Chap- 
lain Robert Hunt. It will not do 
to enter into an exposition of our mate- 
rial progress and of the development 
of our genius. It will not do to march 
over the ground with» sound of music, or 
sail over the course while cannon boom 
the bass of a peace hymn to the Crea- 
tor. Thege things impart a certain gtim- 
ulus to endeavor; they mark the ad- 
vance of three centuries and prepare us 
for greater achievements yet to come.

TALKS OF JONES 


Minister Explains His Posie 
tion in Regard to the 
Case. 


In his prelude to his Sunday nignt 
sermon last night Dr. Broughion made 
his position plain in regard to the re- 
cent criticism of the court by the 
detectives in the Charlie Jones case, 
and the statement by the judge that 
Dr. Broughton had recommended, clem- 
ency. 

Dr. explained in detail 
his connection with the affair. He 
had at first criticised the judge for 
not bringing the young man to trial. 
Jones left the city, and wrote him a 
letter that he had repented and re- 
formed and aaserted his positive de- 
termination to refrain for all time to 
cease from gambling. 

Dr. Broughton said he was im- 
pressed with Jecnes’ good faith and 
wrote hima letter in reply that he had 
no desire to persecute any one, his 
main purpose being to see the laws 
enforced and evil doers brought to 
justice, and believing in his repent- 
ance, he would recommend that pun- 
ishment in his case be held up, con- 
ditioned upon his right conduct in the 
future. 

Dr. Broughton wrote to Judge Cal- 
houn and Solicitor Arnold _§ stating 
these facts, inclosing a copy of his 
letter to Jones, and expressing his 
willingness for Jones to return to At- 
lanta, this sentence to hang over him 
pending his residence here after his 
return and as a guarantee of his gen- 
uine repentance. 

This fact in some 
Jones, and he returned to the city, 
immediately calling upon Dr. Brough- 
ton at his residence and having near- 
iy an hour’s conference with him, re- 
iterating his former promise to ab- 
st®in from gambling.

Yesterday Morning 


ELOQUENT PLEAS. MADE 
FOR WESLEY MEMORIAL 


Church-Goers Given an Opportunity 
Which Rarely Comes to People 
or Any City—Large Crowds 
Heard Speakers — Mach 
Enthusiasm Shown. 


The entire Episcopal college of the 
Methodist Episcopal chyrch, South 
was monopolized by Atlanta yester- 
day, the occasion of the presence of 
the seven bishops of the church being 
the launching of the Wesley Memortal 
enterprises. 

Bishop Charles B. Galloway, 
Trinity; Bishop H. C. Morrison, 
First chureh; Bishop.Seth Ward, 
Park street; Bishop James Atkins, 
Walker street; Kishop E. R. Hendrix, 
at St. Mark’s; Bishop Warren A. Cand- 
ler, at Grace, and Bishop J. S&S Key, at 
Memorial. were the chief pul- 
pit attractions of the day, but at De- 
catur Dr. J.. Cc. Kilgo, president of 
Trinity college of North Carolina, was 
heard and at College Park Dr. J. E. 
Dickey, president of Emory college, 
filled the pulpit, while at all the other 
Methodist churches in the city special 
services were held in connection with 
the Wesley Memorial movement. 

Bishop Galloway at Trinity. 

To more than two thousand people, 
crowded into tha seats and aisles of 
Trinity church, Bishop Charles B. Gal- 
loway spoke fdr more than an hour 
yesterday morning. 

The bishop, though somewhat worn 
from his recent illness, spoke elo- 
quently, and held the close attention 
of the very large audience. 

He read for a lesson the 47th chap- 
ter of Ezekiel, and selected for his 
text the latter ciause of the 9th 
verse: ‘‘Hvery thing shall live, whither 
the river cometa.”’ 
He spoke first on the interesting 
study of individuals, using as illus- 
trations, Elijah, Elisha, and John the 
Baptist, a man of strong nerve, and 
high courage. ss 

He said that the ‘‘man and the hour 
always met, that “when the ages call, 
the herves come,’ but that among the 
prophets of the olden tiine, Ezekiel 
exceled them ali, “holding a distinct 
and unique place among the great 
leaders of the far away time.” 

He spoke of the trials and difficul- 
ties of Ezekiel, saying that the most 
cheerful ministries came from those 
who suffered persecution. He said 
that there was no limitations to spir- 
possibilities. That among all 
visions there was none more practical 
than this of the holy waters. 

He called attention to the fact that 
the temple, though beautiful, symmet- 
rical and flawless, was incomplete un- 
til the inspired prophet had the visions 
ef the water from underneath the 
altar. The church has _.a long history, 
he said, but it can accomplish abso- 
jutely nothing without the constant 
presence and guidance of the Holy 
@pirit. He called attention to the fact 
that the waters issued from under- 
neath the altar,—symbolic that the 
church is the divinely ordained chan- 
nel for distribution. He called atten- 
tion to secret orders, and while he 
had nothing egainst them, he said that 
much power for good had been taken 
away from the church because of these 
orders. ; 

He emphasized the fact that the life- 
giving pewer and grace of God dis- 
tributed through the channel of tne 
church, blessed everything. He dis- 
cussed all phases of life that were 
blessed and spoke eloquently of fhe 
blessings whitch the new conception 
of God had brought upon the church. 

In a beautiful way he drew con- 
trasts between the heathen coneep- 
tion of God and Christianjty’s con- 
ception, discussing this idea under 
several heads: 

(1) God is 
tent. 

(2) God, the Father of men. 

(3) The Christian's relation to his 
fellow man. The Christian's concep- 
tion of womanhood, and of childhood, 
as contrasted. with the heathen con- 
ception. 

(4) The Christian nation’s relation 
with, other nations. 

Then. in a magnificent peroration, 
he said that the spirit of Christ alone 
could redeem this planet,—solving ev- 
ery aifficulw. He said that the north's 
problem with the foreign element was 
greater than the south’s problem with 
the negro. 

He said that the time had passed 
when our cities could be regsemed 
merely by protracted meetings, but 
only by system—relleving the oppress- 


all-powerful, omnipo- 


ed and alleviating the pain of suf- 


fering ones, all men could be won to 
Christ. 

He then presented the Wesley Memo- 
rial enterprise, and said that all Meth- 
odists should contribute liberally, that 
this should be “One great enterprise 
built with all our hearts and all our 
hands.” 

He then called for contributions, ana 
between $7,000 and $10,000 was raised 
by subscriptions. : 

Dr. M. J. Cofer was present and as- 
sisted in the collections, as did Mr. 
Asa Candler, who made a stirring ad-

Bishop Morrison at First. 


At the First Methodist, Bishop H. c. 
Morrison took far his theme, “The Cre- 
dentials of Chfistianity,"" and in the 
forceful sermon he laid particuldr stress 


-on that one credential that calls for a 


giving of one-tenth to God. 
Preltminary to his dissertation he out- 
lined the object of the great evangelica! 
gathering in Atlanta, stating that it 
Was too great'a work to be undertaken 
by one church alone, and called for the 
combined efforts of Methodism, now pow- 
erful in Gnance as well ag in other ways. 
“The least a Christian can do,” said 
Morrison, “is to give one-tenth 
of all he possesses to God." This was 
quite in keeping with the

said he, with a congregation that ex- 
pended an enormous sum toward erect- 
ing for themselves a magnificent tem- 
pie, but man would be beyond power 
of criticism were millions of dollars 
given for the memorial enterprises found- 
ed for the good of the commonwealth.

Tears welled into the great man's eyes 
more than once during the discourse that 
reached into the innermost souls of a 


to its very doors,-and. these were the 
result of the earnestness with which he 
drew graphic de&criptions of the alle- 
viation of miserable suffering of divers 
kinds that could only be wrought through 
the medium of the Wesley Memorial 
hospital and its adjuncts. 

All of this had its reward. The mem- 
bers of the church responded liberally. 
Among the subscriptions was that of 
George Winship, who gave $!0,000 the 
largest amount individually contrfbuted. 

Bishop Candler at Grace. 

At Grace church, corner Boulevard and 
Highland avenue, Bishop Warren A. 
Candler filled the pulpit at the morning 
service and delivered a powerful ser- 
mon, closing with a moving plea for the 
establishment of the Wesley Memorial 
entenprises. 

Bishop Candler’s theme was the su- 
premacy of spiritual influence in the so- 
lution of the problems which humanity 
faces. He showed how wealth and pow- 
er had failed to preserve those: nations 
which have fallen into moral and spirit- 
ual decay, and then pointed out dangers 
which the south ig confronting today as 
the result of its unequaled prosperity. 

From Ezekiel he read the curse on the 
false shepherds who had allowed the 
flocks to be scattered and to them com- 
pared Christ, the Good Shepherd. How 
easily the young men and women. who 
are constantly pouring into Atlanta may 
be led astray was pointed out, and the 
duty of Christians to see that proper 
opportunities are put before them. 

The purposes of the great Methodist 
movement, which is to provide a central 
house of worship in Atlanta for those 
who live in the business district, for the 
strangers who may be in the city’s gates, 
a home for the young man or the young 
woman who comes from a Christian 
home in the country to the temptations 
of a life in the city, a hospital in which 
they may be taken care of when ill, were 
explained, showing that the enterprise 
ig One which not only. vitally interests 
the 14,000 Methodists in Atlanta, but 
the members of every church in the 
state, and for that matter all who feel 
an interest in the welfare of the young 
men and women of today, on whom the 
burdens of church and state will in a 
few years rest. 

Bishop Candler was never more force- 
ful when he called for a truce to the 
useless arguments over dOgmas and S0- 
called advanced thought and an appeal 
for .conscientious work to save those who 
are, through the neglect of the church, 
falling in the hands of its enemies, 

@0 forceful was his plea that Grace 
church, which has only recently com- 
pleted an handsome building on which 
a large sum is yet to be paid, contrib- 
uted over $6,000 to the Wesleyan move- 
ment. 

Bishop Key at Wesleyan. 

Bishop Key, of Texas, formerly a Geor- 
gian, delivered a powerful sermon at the 
Wesleyan Tabernacle yesterday to a 
large audience, on the salvation of young 
men, taking his text from David's ago- 
nized cry, “Ise My Son Absalom Safe?’’ 

In elaborating upon his text, Bishop 

Key stateg that never before in the his- 
tory of the world was there such an ab- 
surdity of faiths as at the present time, 
and that no class is being so enmeshed 
in their swirlitg currents as the young 
men. 
Incidentally he made a strong protest 
against foreign immigration from a reli- 
gious standpoint, saying that already 
the Protestants of America had in many 
cities sacrificed their religious duty, and 
given up the Bible in the public schools 
out of regard for the feeling of Catholics, 
Jews and agnostics, 

Bishop Key stated that 70 per cent of 
the prisoners in this country are young 
men, ang 95 per cent of the orimes were 
committed by young men, while of the 
approximately 10,000,000 young men in 
America, only 5 per cent were church 
members. The root of the evil, said the 
preacher, lies in ungodly marriages, 
which lead to improper ralsing of chil- 
dren, and that as truly as the agony of 
David's ery grew out of the knowledge 
that he had been remiss in his duty as a 
father, this was the explanation of the 
fact that 95 per cent of our young men 
are non-church members. 

In speaking of the movement which 
had brought him to Atlanta, Bishop Key 
said that it was with the profoundest 
joy that he had respondeg to this cal] to 
aid in the enlarging of this most promis- 
ing institution—the most needed thing in 
the south today. The speaker was par- 
ticularly eloquent in painting the future 
of the movement. 

At the conclusion of his sermon Bishop 
Key subscribed $100 a year for the bal- 
ance of his life. 

Announcement was made that over $9,- 
500 had already been contributed by the 
members of the church and its societies, 
and at an after meeting several thousand 
dollars more were subscribed. 

Bishop Ward at Park Street. 

Stirring scenes were enacted at Park 
Street Methodist church yesterday morn- 
ing when Bishop Seth Ward preached an 
eloquent and masterful sermon from the 
text in Romans 13:/2, ‘‘The night is far 
spent. Day is at hand. Let us there- 
fore cast off the works of darkness and 
put on the armor of light.” 

Hig sermon was pitched along the line 
of thought that the church of today must 
meet the conditions of the century of 
light. That the night had passed and 
that today we are face to face with 
changed ‘conditions. 

He urged that the institutiona] church 
of today is a necessity, and that no one 
Methodist Episcopal church of Atlanta 
could accomplish what is needed. 

In part Bishop Ward said: 

“The text is a statement of the chang- 
ing order of the world, ang the changing 
character, therefore, necessarily of Chris- 
tianity in its touch with humanity and 
world conditions. The brush arbor was 
all right in its day—but we must build 
hospitals and great churches today. 

“The ecriptural order of things ig 
Stated in ‘first the blade, then the ear. 
and then the full corn in the ear.’ This 
same order is true in organized effort, as 
well as individual. 

“From its earliest days the church has 
faced towards the sunshine, and the spirit 
of progress has been uppermost in her 
heart. I firmly belfeve that the church 
of today stands. welj in advance of fon 
mer days. And I dare to believe that 
the church of tomorrow wil) be better in 
every way than the church of today.

It is tapable today to 
do God’s work, and wil] ® it if we are 
faithful. It fis not necessary to whittle 
down the gospel to suit men—but rather 
lift men up and make them ag big and 
broad as the gospel] wants them To be. 

“The reg today must be as wise as 
the politician or the man of commerce. 
It should know the men of Atlanta— 


where they live, their needs, incifnations ‘ 


and temptations—as effectually and per- 
fectly as the slickest set of politicians 
who ever plied their craft in any place. 
“The Methodist church has evolved the 
most effective way of reaching the rural 
sections—now let her step forward and 
evolve the best plan for holding to the 
cities and congested centers.” 
‘In conclusion, he outlined the plan pro- 
( * on the 
site of the Wesley Memoria] Tabernacle 
lot, and followed this with a call for 
subscriptions to the new enterprise, 


Bishop Hendrix at St. Mark’s. 
Bishop Hendrix, of Missouri, attracted 
a large congregation to St. Mark’s, which 
was thrown open to the public for the 
first time in several weeks, as the in- 


terior had been undergoing a number of 
repairs and decoration. The church was 
tastefully adorned with palmg and potted 
plantg in honor of the special! services for 
the Wesley Memorial exercises, and pre- 
sented a most attractive appearance. 

Bishop Hendrix selected as his text 
St. Luke xxiv, 40: “And when the Lord 
had thug spoken, He showed unte them 
His hand.,’’ 

“The hand,’ said Bishop Hendrix, ‘is 
the symbo! of sovereignty of man and 
sets him apart from other of God's creat- 
ures. The hiography of the hand of 
Christ was but the history of the life of 
the Son of God.” 

Taking the hand of Christ ag the sym- 
bol of His life’s work, Bishop Hendrix 
divided the subject into four heads. 

First, he spoke of the industry which 
had entered into the life of the Savior 
end pictured His career as a carpenter 
and of the humble physical labor which 
He performed as a young man. 

Second, of the power of the hand, 
Christ's hand had been responsible for 
the uplift of the world. No human hand 
would ever wield a scepter over the en- 
tire world, but Christ’s hand had done 
more than all others. 

Third, he spoke of the sympathy of the 
hand, and drew. several beautiful pic- 
tures of the delicacy of the touch of 
Christ's hand and the sympathetic influ- 
ence of His power. Power was as 
naught without sympathy, he said. 

‘“Sacrifice,"’.said Bishop Hendrix, “was 
as necessary as any of the other qualities. 
Self-preservation was the first law of 
nature, but self-sacrifice was the law 
of grace. Self-preservation was the law 
of the lower animal: it was only through 
Sacrifice that man ascended to the 
may wey: of greatest humanity and spirit- 
uality.”’ 

“The sears of Christ’s hand,” said the 
speaker, ‘ruled the world. 

Bishop Hendrix concluded his remarks 
by stating that an open hand would con- 
tain more than a closed fist, and urged 
his hearers to contribute liberally to the 
Wesley Memorial, which, he said. would 
do such a great work for the city and 
the state of Georgia, where John Wesley 
had once preached the gospel. He asked 
for liberal, Christ-like contributions. 

Bishop Atkins at Walker Street, 

Bishop James Atkin,s of the Pacific 
Coast conference, who was elevated to 
the bishopric a year ago. occupied the 
pulpit at the Walker Street Methodist 
church yesterday ~morning, and spoke 
most interestingly to a large and re- 
sponsive congregation. 

Three thousand dollars 
and quickly raised, once 
made his appeal. 

“And I say unto you, Make to your- 
selves friends of the mammon of. un- 
righteousness; that when you fail, they 
may receive "you into everlasting hab- 
itations.’’—St. Luke, 16th chapter, 9th 
verse. 

Bishop Atkins, a North Carolinian, his 
home being at Waynesville, caught the 
attention of his audience with his intro- 
ductory remarks. Clear and distinct in 
his utterances, his voice, well modulated, 
reached easily to every section of the 
auditorium. His language was choice 
and select, while his. delivery indicated 
quickly that the @ongregation was lis- 
tening to an orator and a fluent talker. 
He held close to his text, never makin 
reference to hig mission after his intro- 
ductory remarks until he had finished 
his sermon. 

Then the bishop said he hoped the 
membéfs of the congregation had not 
fixed a sum in their minds as a limit 
for the morning's work. True it was 
generally understood that there were 
other churches in the city which could 
afford to give mere. Still that was no 
reason why the Walker Street church 
congregation should not give to the 
limit of its ability. It was not a beg 
the bishop made. He showed his hear- 
ers how every one who gave would be 
more than recompensed directly. He 
tola of the great good that could and 
would be accomplished by the money 
then being raised in ‘Atlanta churches. 

The first gift was $500. Then the 
sums sank until twenty-five dollars, 
payable in five yearly installments, were 
given. While the work was slow, the 
responses were open, sympathetic, and 
full of energy. 

Dr. Kilgo at Decatur. 

In his preluée to the regular sermon, 
Dr. J. C Kilgo, at the Decatur Metho- 
dist church, made special reference to 
the great undertaking the church had_ on 
hand. emphasizing the fact that if it was 
to be built for the uplifting of mankind 
and the spread of the gospel it would be 
for the glory of God, but that if it were 
a cheap game of competition with any 
other church it would not deserve to 
succeed, or even'if intended as a mere 
monument to man. 

The idea suggested in this illustration 
was that the first thought should be for 
the lasting glory of God, and the uplift- 
ing and saving of mankind. It was his 
special delight to have part in this great 
moavement, he said. A church of this 
character was needed in Atlanta, in which 
young women working In the offices and 
the stores might find a congenial social 
environment, and to draw young men 
away from the fearful influences of some 
characters of our amusements, such as 
the theaters and the like. 

This*church would not be any more in 
conflict with the First church, saf the 
gifted speaker, than the First with It. 
Both had their fields open of useful- 
ness, as God, in His plan, had designed 
different classes in the world. The Wes- 
ley church could no more reach the peo- 
ple of the First church than those of the 
First could reach those of Wesley. 

From this prelude the speaker launched 
into an eloquent discourse, the central 
theme running through his‘remarks being 
that the church is too prone to condemn 
rather than forgive, and the character of 
the Lorg was held up for their emvia- 
tion in this respect. The Lord's mission 
on earth was to reclaim the sinner and 
not down him. Christ's forgiveness to 
Peter was held up as a shining example 
of this when the bystanders were ready 
to condemn. 

The highest type of man was his God- 
likeness was another thought suggested 
in the théme, while the relative compari- 
son of the human and divine love was 
delineated in glowing terms, the latter 
as showing great merey and compassion 

With marked effect the speaker en- 
chaimed the attention of the audience in 
the declaration that the greatest heresy 
of the day was the tendency of the church 
to lean toward the world. 

The hospital department of the new 
church enterprise was spoken of, the 

eaker emphasizing the fact that those 
were the places where prayer was most 
needed. 

The too great tendency of the church 
today, he said, was not so much in sav-

Interesting Story of Early Struggles of the Man 
_ Who Yesterday Subscribed $75,000 to the 
Wesley Memorial Fund.

Episcopal Church, South, new in this 
country, a little story which teems with 
| human interest regarding the practical 
side pf this great proposition and the 
man who helped to make success pos- 
sible, is certain to prove helpfully in- 
teresting, 

In giving this story to the public it 
may be that I am betraying the. confi- 
dence of the committee room; in fact, 
I am so sure of this that 1 am writing it 
now and mean to ask Asa G. Candler’s 
consent about using it after it*appears 
in The Constitution in the morning. 

That little incidents lead to great en- 
terprises is quite as true as the old 
axiom about the acorn and the oak. 
In this particular instance, perhaps the 


W o- the raising of over $200,000 


‘house in Atlanta a good many years ago 
is chiefly responsibie for the giving of 
@ great institutional church work to 
Atlanta and Georgia at this immediate 
present rather than at some indefinite 
date in the future. To explain this very 
awkward statement, it is necessary to 
turn back a@ good many pages in the 
great book of time and also to remem- 
ber that the Wesley Memorial enter- 
prigss received for its practical founda- 
tion a subscription of $50,000 from Mr 
Asa Candler at the very inception of 
the movement, Incidentally, when it 
was determined by those in a position 
to know that $200,000 was absolutely 
essential for the building of such a 
great spiritual and practical plant as 
was needed for the growing needs of 
Atlanta and Georgia and also that a 
shortage of $25,000 developed yesterday 
in the raising of this sum, Mr. Candler 
added this amount to his previous sub- 
scription, making his total gift $75,000. 
Three Men in a Bed. 

With these ,importnt facts in mind, 
it is now time to hark back to an old 
Atlanta boarding house and also to the 
Storyof the three men in a bed, which 
had such an important bearing in the 
successful launching of the Wesley Me- 
morial enterprises yesterday at the 
hands of the college of bishops and 
other distinguished guests of national 
reputatiog. 

Once upon a time, some thirty-two 
years ago, a young man arrived in At- 
lanta. He was a country boy straight 
from the “red old hills of Georgia’’ 
around Villa Rica. He brought with 
him as assets the clothes he wore, with 
vnough underthings for changes to fill 
@ rather small bundle. Having secured 
@ position in the drug store of Dr. 
Howard on Peachtree street, this young 
man proceeded. to go out upon a search 
for some Atlanta substitute for that 
good old home near Villa Rica, where 
it is quite probable that those two same 
goodly parents—whose sculptured busts 
now grace the entresol of the Candler 
building—were holding family prayers 
and carrying especially to the Gireat 
Mercy Seat that petition for a son’s 
guidante such as only fathers and 
mothers can ever know. If prayers are 
ever answered, certainly those that are 
begotten of the mother-love and a 
father’s care are given precedence and 
special attention by every recording 
angel assigned to that kind of work. 
Nor can it be possible that any one who 
knows Mr. Candler or any of his dis- 
tinguished brothers, would dare gainsay 
the fact that the family prayers around 
the Villa Rica altar were answered. 

And still that the answers to prayer 


©/are as inscrutable as some other things, 


if not more so, was proved in this very 
instance, for it would seem difficult for 
some to believe that such answers were 
immediate when they permitted of this 
Same country boy searching through 
the streets of a strange city for such a 
pay-by-the-week stopping place as is 
occasionally misnamed by the sacred 
word of home. , 

This country boy, Mr. Candler, of 
course, was very particular as to his 
selection of a boarding house. Not that 
it was a private room with bath that he 
demanded nor perfect harmony in the 
color scheme of his single apartment 
nor the absolute absence of children, 
which is now so universal. There was 
only one requisite which this present 
owner of the Candler building, prest- 
dent of the board of trustees of Emory 
college and head of many other enter- 
prises, both secular and sacred, insisted 
upon. This was a place to sleep, the 
usual three meals, jf possible, and a 
hd¥k to hang the few things in his bun- 
die, his entire inventory at that time, 
and this entire combinatlon for as much 
less than $15 per month as would per- 
mit of his ‘sending some money back to 
the ‘“‘folks’’ and some more to be placed 
to his credit in a bank until such time 
as he could have a bank of his own, 
such as now stands on Peachtree street. 

There is Tle need to comment on 
the difficulties of such a mission. Peary 
and the elusive pole seem easy in com- 
parison. But study, if you will. the 
moulding of that same chin which 
marks the man of today, those strong 
lines of determination and purpose 
which are ever present about his mouth 
when dissipated in the happiest of 
smilee—which fortunately occurs very 
often indeed and, perhaps, never hap- 
pler than yesterday afternoon when the 
Wesley Memorial enterprises so dear to 
his heart, became an assured success. 

It may be that other country bovs 
have been on the same errand and who, 
after as. much searching as the alle- 
gorical Christian, turned down from 
Houston or South Pryor or some other 
street into the valley of despair. But 
this particular country boy—and. happi- 
ly for Atlanta, there have been many 
others—stuck to his job until the loss 
of much shoe leather and Many hours 
brought ultimate victory. 

Mecca of Country Boy. 


To many, it will seem quite a coinci- 
dence that this Mecca of the country 
boy from near Villa Rica was located 
within less than half a square of where 
he sat yesterday afternoon in the Wes- 
ley Memorial tabernacle. No need for 
any comment. The facts alone are 
enough to prove what determination,

Narrative of Last Week. 

Agcording to Mr. Candler’s short nar- 
rative of last week, after several hours’ 
practice of the petrified position in the 
center of the bed, he had apparently but 
just dozed off into slumberland with its 
favorite setting of home and Ot'"~as Ob- 
jects of a distinct Villa Rica local color- 
ing, for dremicity is a powerful and 
rapid common carrier, with the very 
cheapest of mileage rates for carrying 
one to just where one most wants to be 
at waking-up time, when he was rough- 
ly interrupted from his happy trip by 
the two young men who had rented ex- 
hibits or sections A and C of the bed 
in which the Villa Rican voyager had 
been so rudely awakened.

perpendicular. 

The next night, in spite of his payment 
in advance, he secured the consent of 
his employgr, and with his bundle for a 
pillow, gladly exchanged his former sec- 
tion B at the figuratively speaking 
‘‘brasses’’’ where he had not so much as 
enjoyeq the friendship of a diminutive 
‘‘marchioness,”’ and sought out the soft- 
est side of the tenderest plank of the 
counter in the drug store in which he 
worked. 

Another thing, in this same little bun- 
dle he brought with him from Villa Rica 
a letter of introduction to Rev. Clement 
A. Evans, then pastor of the Trinity 
Methodist church. But when the first

cheerful letters to the homefolks as 
every young man feels in duty bound 
either to convey the idea that they are 
making a tremendous success or trying 
to avoid suspicion as to the terrible 
homesickness which really holds them fn 
its python-ltke grasp that just wil] 
squeeze the water from the eyes of the 
strongest and bravest when it is quite 
dark and a retreat is necessary now and 
then in the struggle with happy memo- 
ries, self-respect and that choice collec- 
tion of other things belonging only to a 
stranger in a strange land. 

Of covrse, these things come to an end 
with victory for those who surmount 
obstacies rather than evade them. There 
were no frayed edges to Mr. Candler’s 
cuffs yesterday, nor was ti@re any gus- 
picion of a Villa Rica cut to the simple 
but substantial sult he wore. And right 
on the platform before him was that 
grand old Georgian, General Clement A. 
Evans, to whom that delayed letter of 
introduction had been delivereg years and 


years ago.

of the bishops spoke of the gr needs 
of an institutiona}] ch in At- 
lanta such as would pr the pleas- 


antest kind of environments and associa- 
tions for the courttry boys and girls from 
al] parts of Georgia. why his expression 
suggested that he wes alone with his 
memories ever and ever so far away, 
much farther than Villa Rica, or it may 
be that it was only half a block below 
On Edgewood avenue, and the distance 


was the distance of time rather than : 


space. 

But when finally the entire sum of 
$200,000 was raised, with almost half the 
amount due, at least in part, to the 
memory of Section B and a single hook 
in an Edgewood boarding house, the ex- 
pression of Mr. Candler’g face without 
‘exaggeration, was about as near the 
beatific as it is possible for the face 
of a business man fust passed fifty years 
of age to become in the days of this 
modern and strenuous present. Just 
back of him another brother, Judge Can- 
dier, shareq in the happiness and enthu- 
siasm that swept across the ‘sea of up- 
turned faces’’ that filled Wesley Taberna- 
cle. And just in front of Him, still an- 
other brother, Bishop Candler, seated on 
the rostrum, fairly beamed with the glad 
tidings that meant the accomplishment 
of a great need in the conference of 
which he was the appointed head. 

Enthusiasm and happiness was quite 
the regulation thing at the close of this 
great mass meeting, and even a wooden 
Indian must have been infected with the 
generous contagion. 

But in the mind of at least one Atlan- 
tan, of all those who joined in the doxol- 
ogy of thankfulness, no one sang more 
earnestly no more sincerely than did this 
one-time country boy from Villa Rica, 
who was at last realizing the ambition 
of an anti-boarding house Atlanta for 
strangers, an ambition that was born 
years and years ago in a crowded room 
not half a block away together with the 
fulfillment and answer to those parents’ 
prayers sent up from a family altar near 
Villa Rica.

Pork scraps are relished by poultry, 
but are not generally considered ag 
satisfactory as beef scrap. However, 
they analyze about the same, except that 
the pork scrap contains sather more 
fat. Pork cracklings and beef crack- 
lings should have about the sanmie feed- 
ing value. They are not as rich in pro- 
teln as prepared scrap, but can be used 
as a substitute for a scrap with quite 
satisfactory results.

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“THE DEVIL IN 


DR. BROUGHTON’S SUBJECT. 


THE HOME.” | 


R. BROUGHTON preached the 


fifth Sunday night serman in his | 
series on the “Home Talks of | 


vesus.” His subject was, “The Home 
with the Devil in It.” His text was: 
Matthew XV, 22: “My daughter is 
Srievously vexed with a devil.” : 

“Christ had just left the great crowd 
where He severely rebuked the scribes 
and pharisees for their hypocrisy, anda 
had come over into the coasts of Tyre 
and Sidon, where a woman of Canaan, 
heart-broken and discouraged, consult- 
ed Him with regard to her daughter. 
The purpose and the manner of her 
coming is very suggestive. 

“Let it be remembered that she is a 
mother, troubled about the condition 
of her daughter. How. many mothers 
like her today! Scarcely a week or 
even a day passes that I do not in one 
Way or another come across just such 
a@ mother troubled about her daughter, 
or, it may be her son. 

“You who are not parents can never 
appreciate the deep solicitous interest 
that they have for the welfare of their 
children. Especially is this true when 
they see signs of the work of the evil 
one in them. It means everything to 
them. Their whole hearts and lives, 
if they are true parents, are wrapped 
up in the child. They never get over 
those fond dreams of babyhood; the 
day when the brightest hopes and as- 
pirations -centered in the little cud- 
dling, cooling babe, ts constafitly be- 
fore them. No wonder that they are 
over anxious when they see that sin 
and defilement has begun its work 
upon the life that they love as they 
love nothing else under the sun. 

The Mother Heart. 

“I wish I could impress this upon 
every mother’s child in this world. 
Surely it would prevent many a heart- 
ache. It would give many a_ tired 
mother’s brain a rest and peace. Think 
of it, young folks. You have no right 
to bring any more anxiety than pos- 
sible to the ~one who has sacrificed 
everything for you. Strive to gladden 
her heart rather than to sadden it. Let 
her know that your ambition is to ful- 
fill every longing that she has for 
you and your life. Try to please her 
by making of yourself the very best 
man or woman that you can possibly 
make. Nothing will comfort her in 
her old age more than to look at your 
life of sugcess and think of you as 
you once were, her little darling babe, 
now towering with head crowned and 
life blessed, a monument to her care 
and her prayers. 

“This mother came to Jesus with a 
sad heart. It was well that she came 
to Jesu3. He is the only one who can 
help in such an extremity. If more of 
our mothers would realize this, it 
would be much better for them and for 
their children. 

“Some time ago a mother came to 
me, declaring that she could not con- 
trol her 4aughter, and she wanted to 
get her into some kind of a reforma- 
tory.. I asked her if she had ever gone 
directly to Jesus and asked Him to 
save her daughter and overcome in 
her the tendencies to evil, and she 
said, ‘No, I cannot go to Jesus for my 
daughter because I have never gone to 
him for myself. Jesus does not know 
me.’ ‘Well,’ said I, ‘do you not think 
it is best to have an acquaintance 
with Jesug now, right here where we 
are? You give yourself to Him and 
take Him as your friend, and as your 
Lord and Savior, and then you begin to 
talk to Him about ‘your daughter; talk 
to Him definitely; talk to Him in 
earnest; talk to Him in such a way as 
to enlist His interest, and let Him see 
that you are sincere; that you a:e wil- 
ling to serve Him yourself; and I be- 
lieve He will direct you about your 
daughter. It may be best to send her 
to a reformatory, but He will tell you 
about that and He will prepare the 
way, if only you yourself will be- 
come acquainted with Him.’ 

“Mother, if you are troubled today 
about your child, do not fail to learn 
a@ lesson from this woman, your sister 
in trouble, about her child. Come to 
Jesus with your cares. Tell Him all 
your troubles. His loving invitation is: 

“‘Come unto Me all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.’ 

“This ig the invitation that Jesus 
sends out to every troubled, burdened 
heart in this world. Oh, that we could 
hear Him as He makes the call. Oh, 
that we could get a glimpse of His 
face as He invites us, so tender, kind 
and gentle is He in giving it. I fea 
quite sure that it would take away 
from us any fear in coming, if we 
could only see Him as He _ speaks 
these tender words. 

The Devil Vexed Daughter. 

“This woman came with an honest 
confession. ‘Lord, my daughter is griev- 
ously vexed with a devil.’ That is to 
say, “My daughter has the devil in her.’ 
So far as we know she never referred 
to a single merit or good grace that 
her daughter possessed. It may be that 
she was entirely devoid of goodness, but 
I do not think so. Every devil possess- 
ead soul has some element of goodness. 
Y have no doubt this girl had some good 
traits of character; most mothers would 
have expatiated on whatever goodness 
she possessed before saying anything 
about her being possessed with a devil. 
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It is just like a mother to speak of every 
good trait in her child. Ihdeed, it is like 
them to s@e only the good. I am afraid : 
that there is where one trouble lies zt 


training children. 

“Thig mother never said anything about 
her daughter's attainments, whether she 
was a musician, versed in literature, 
up in matters of etiquette, beautiful in | 
figure, elegant in manners, or any of | 
these things; she seemed for the time | 
to ignore everything bu: the fact that 
her daughter was possessed with a devil. 

“This was right. The Lord wants 
frankness when He oomes to dealing with 
His people. He wants no. flattering 
words of introduction; all He wants is 
an honest, sincere heart,’and that He 1s 
always ready to biess. 

“Just what this devil that possessed 
her daughter was, we are not told. It 
may have been the devil of selfishness; 
certain it is that the devi] ofttimes as- 
Sumes this form, and many a man and 
woman today is possessed by him. Self- 
ishness! I do not know @ more subtie 
form of devil possession. I do not know 
of one that in the end causes more 
unhappiness. Gelfishness ig the very 
quintessence. of gin. It blinded the eyes 
of Judas Iscariot and caused him to 
betray his Lord. It has been the thing 
that has caused the wreck of more lives 


than any other one thing that I know 
about. 
the mainspring of ungodlinesgs when He 
said, Uf any man would come after me, 
let him deny himself, take up his cross 
and follow Me.’ 

“Deny himself! That is a very differ- 


Jesus Himself recognized it as; 


ent thing from gelf-denial, about which 
we hear so much today. 
asceticism. It ig a punishment of one’s 
self, either in a direct or indirect way. 


The Poor, Deluded Ascetic. 


“I once saw a good illustration of that 
in St. Mark’s cathedral in Venice. A 
poor, ragged, hideous looking man came 
in and knelt before an altar in that fa- 
mous old cathedral, and began to recite 
his Latin prayer, the meaning of which 
he Knew no more about than I did. He 
remained there in that attitude, saying 
meaningless prayers for more than an 
hour. iI watched him a while and then 
went to some other part of the building. 
When I came back he was still there. 
The tears had begun to rain down his 
rough, dirty cheeks. JI Secame very much 
interested in him. Finally I saw him 
take a lancet from his pocket and prick 
his skin until the blood gepurted. I could 
not stand any more. I went to ‘him and 
endeavored to speak to him, but could 
not. All that I could do was to point 


Self-denial is 
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to the crucifix over the taltar, as much 
as to say, ‘He shed His blood, and there 
is no need for you to shed yours.’ But 
I was forced out by an officer for in- 
terferring with a man at worship. 

“I do not know what effect my ef- 
fort had, but this I do know: that man 
was deluded. Who was responsible 
for it I cannot say, but he was de- 
luded. What he needed was to hear 
Jesus say, ‘If any man will come af- 
ter me, let him deny himself.’ That 
was the thing that he had not done. 
He was punishing self, but not de- 
nying it. There was something that 
his will was holding on to. He had 
not obtained the consent of his will 
to surrender at the feet of Jesus. 
That is the only place and the only 
wdy to get rid of self. 

The Devil of Pleasure. 


“The devil in this daughter might 
have been pleasure seeking. It is so 
with many people that ] know. In- 
deed, it is so with many who claim 
to Know the better way. . 

“God wants us to have pleasure. 
Nothing delights His Father heart 
more than to see His children bright 
and happy. It could not be otherwise. 
He is our Father, and no father can 
be happy to see his children morose 
and sad. But God the Father wants 
His children to have pleasure that is 
in keeping with the law of their spir- 
itual life. 

‘“‘Man is made up of a trinity of 
parts; body, soul and spirit, and God 
wants these three to be properly re- 
lated to each other. He is not satis- 
fied to see any one part developed at 
the expense of the other, and a _-uni- 
form development along this line is 
happiness. 

“The man or woman who lives simp- 
ly for pleasure never is gratified. 
Likewise th® man or woman who lives 
oniv for t* spirit or for the soul 
is never happy. It takes all three o 
these parts iv make perfect happi- 
ness; the body, soul and spirit; each 
must have its. proper attention and 
its due chance at developemnt and 
exercise if there is to be anything 
like a happiness that satisfies. 

“Jesus is the cnly one who can prop- 
erly relate these three parts.. He 
knows the need of each and He is the 
Master of each. He is just as much 
the Master of the body as He is of 
the soul and spirit. He is just as 
much interested in our bodily exer- 
cise and sports in a rightful way as 
He is in our spiritual or intellectual 
development. Let this not be forgot- 
ten, otherwise we will deny Him His 
rightful place. 

Bad Habits. 

“The devil in this girl may have .been 
in the form of some bad habit; cer- 
tainly many of us are thus possessed. 
It is an easy thing to form a hurtful 
habit. Indeed, it is very easy to form 
a habit, whether good or bad. Man 
is that much of an animal. He easily 
repeats himself. I have heard of a/ 
young man and a young woman who!
